BALTIMOKE. Md.. March 7. H. G. Bedwell, 
trainer for tin- horses of Commander J. K. L. Ross, 
yesterday characterized a> absurd the stories pub- 
lished to the effect that lie was on the outs with 
his employer and that he was about to leave fur 
more congenial work elsewhere. The report, how- 
ever. that a split is sure at tlie close of this year 
will not down. S|s-aking from Laurel, Bedwell 
'.lid: “The reports of friction between myself and 
Commander Ross over the Shilling case are un- 
founded. Commander Ross and a party of friends 
from Montreal ale here now and my relations with 
him were never more cordial. We have lieen to- 
gether all day and I certainly ought to know, if 
anyone, as to whether I ant on the verge of leaving 
or not.” 

Commander Ross arrived late Saturday night with 
his friends from Canada in a special car. He went 
directly to his farm aud yesterday morning spent 
much time looking over his horses and discussing 
their condition with Bedwell. After their inspec- 
tion he expressed himself as greatly pleased with 
all that he had seen and commended his trainer on 
his management during tlie winter months. He will 
remain here throughout the week and yesterday 
afternoon left for a long automobile drive with his 
party that will cover many miles of Maryland 
roads. 

Tlie Ross stable at present is lieing lxiiuted for 
Havre de Grace, but it is entirely probable that 
there may be some raeiug done at the Bowie meet- 
ing. 

Shilling is no longer at the Laurel farm and 
his attorney. William 1. Norris, denies that the 
jockey was forced to leave. He laid been employed 
to ride the Ross horses in daily gallops, but Norris 
advised his client to give even this up and his ad- 
vice was accepted. Shilling now must ride as a 
free lance or form some other connection if lie is 
granted a license, for Iml h Norris and Bedwell have 
declared that he broke his trainer's contract with 
Ross on December 1.

" lien the Cambridgeshire was abtindoued in 
England Inst year, owing to the miners' strike, all 
double bet' on it and the Cesarewitch were declared 
off. Tiie Cesarewitch was run before tlie Cam- 
bridgeshire fell through, and bar kers who had actu- 
ally lost their double tiers when the first -mentioned 
race was decided were highly pleased with a ruling 
that gave them their money hack. The decision 
was bused on tlie fact that as circumstances abso- 
lutely prevented the books from losing, they cuulil 
not well expect to win. There was a deal of news 
paper controversy, and a member of a prominent 
IxHikma king firm made the following suggestion as 
to the best way out in the event of a race con- 
stituting the second leg of a double not taking 
place: "A perfectly fair rule would be that these 

backers should be paid on Bracket as a single bet. 
not at starting price, but at the price ruling against 
•he horse at the time the double event wager was 
made. Bookmakers should be compelled lo pay this 
and lie entitled to collect all losing stake money. 
The present rule is unfair on both sides, and is 
especially hard <m firms who. like ourselves, make 
a double event book for mouths before tlie race. 
Tliis involved very heavy office work and the risk 
of losing large sums of money, and in the end we 
get nothing, and the backer goes scot free. We are 
pleased to say that backers themselves realize the 
unfairness of it all. as every one we have spoken to 
admits it is all wrong. We trust something will 
l»' done to get tlie rule altered, hut so far we have 
not 'een a single protest from anyone, the reason, 
wo shrewdly suspect, being (and we say tliis with- 
out wishing to seem uncharitable, but human nature 
is human nature all the world oven that Bracket 
was so bad in most of the big double-event books 
I hat tiie layers were only too thankful the Cam- 
bridgeshire was cried off. We venture to say that 
laid an outsider ‘poped tip’ in tlie Cesarewitch 
there would have been a storm of protest from all 
over the kingdom.”

This conference dealt with certain sections of 
tin* regulations which the Maryland commission 
will shortly promulgate. The sections in question 
relate to the issuing of licenses to trainers and 
jockeys. They embrace tlie jockey Shilling episode, 
an episode which la~t autumn created some friction 
between the Jockey Club and the Maryland board. 

• hi his return from New York commissioner Ken- 
nedy said that there are things in the rules which 
the Jockey Club does not approve. He gave the) 
impression that the rules will not be changed to 
meet the Jockey Club's approval. He said further, 
however, that there will be no turf war as a result! 
and that the Maryland tracks will not be out- ( 
la w ed. 

The intricate question of race track profits may 
also engage 1 lie attention of the hoard at Wednes- 
day’s meeting. It has been said that these profits 
are too large. The method and extent of cutting 
them are matters for consideration. At present 
the tracks get 5 tier cent from the niulueis and i 
1 tier cent for "breakage.” Some time ago Mr. 
Kennedy suggested cutting the 3 per cent. Another 
suggestion has been to establish a valuation of tlie 
various tracks and to limit their earnings to a 
fixed percentage— maybe 10 per cent — on their in- 
vestment,

BALTIMORE. Md.. March 7. H. G. Bedwell, 
trainer for the horses <.f ("ommauder J. K. I.. Ross, 
yesterday charadei issed ns ulmiird Hie stories pub- 
lished to the effect that lie was on tlie outs with 
his employer and that lie was about to leave for 
more congenial work elsewhere. The report, how- 
ever. that a split is sure at Hie close of this year 
will not down. S|>eaking from Laurel, Bedwell 
said: “The reports of friction between myself and 
Commander Ross over tlie Shilling case are un- 
founded. Commander Ross and a party of friends 
from Montreal are here now and my relations with 
him were never more cordial. We have been to- 
gether all day and I certainly ought to know, if 
anyone, as to whether 1 am on the verge of leaving 
or not.” 

Commander Ross arrived late Saturday night witli 
his friends from Canada in a special car. He went 
directly to his farm and yesterday morning -pent 
much lime looking over his horses and discussing 
their condition witli Bedwell. After their inspec- 
tion lie expressed himself as greatly pleased with 
all that lie had seen and commended his trainer on 
his management during tlie whiter mouths. He will 
remain here throughout tlie week and yesterday 
afternoon left for a long automobile drive witli his 
party that will cover many miles of Maryland 
roads. 

The Ross slable at present is being pointed for 
Havre de Grace, but it is entirely probable that 
there may be some racing done at tlie Bowie meet- 
ing. 

Shilling is no longer at the Laurel farm and 
his attorney. William I. Norris, denies that tin- 
jockey was forced to leave. He had been employed 
to ride the Ross horses in daily gallop*, but Norris 
advised his client to give even this up and his ad- 
vice was accepted. Shilling now must ride as a 
free lance or form some other connection if lie is 
granted a license, for but li Norris and Bedwell have 
declared that iie broke his trainer’s contract with 
Ross on December 1.

The decision 
was based on the fact that as circumstances abso I 
lutely prevented the books from losing, they could i 
not well expect to win. There was a deal of news 
paper controversy, aud a member of a prominent 
hooknin king firm made the following suggestion a*: 
to the best way out in tlie event of a race con j 
stituting tlie second leg of a double not taking | 
place: “A perfectly fair rule would lie that these ' 

hackers should be paid on Bracket as a single bet. 
not at starting price, but at tlie price ruling against 
Hie horse at tlie time the double event wager was * 
made. Bookmakers should be compelled to pay this i 
and lie entitled to collect all losing stake money. 
The present rule is unfair on both sides, and is I 
especially bard ou firms who. like ourselves, make j 
a double event ls*ok for mouths before the race. I 
This involved very heavy office work and the risk 
of losing large sums of money, and in the end we 
get nothing, and the backer goes scot-free. We a ri . 
pleased to say that hackers themselves realize the 
unfairness of it all. as every one we have spoken to 
admits it is all wrong. We trust something will 
be done lo get tlie rule altered, but so far we have 
not seen a single protest from anyone, the reason, 
we shrewdly suspect, being laud we say this with- 
out wishing to seem uncharitable, but human nature i 
is human nature all tlie world overt that Bracket : 
was so bad in most of the big double-event books 
that the layers were only too thankful the Catu- 
bi idgeshire was cried off. We venture to say that 
had an outsider ’poped up’ in tlie Cesarewiteh 
there would have been a storm of protest from all 
over the kingdom.”

jockeys. They embrace the jockey Shilling episode, 
an episode which la*t autumn created some friction 
between the Jockey Club and tlie Maryland board. 

Du hi* ret imi front New York commissioner Ken- 
nedy said that there are tilings in the rules which 
Hie Jockey (Tub does not approve. He gave the 
impression that tlie rules will not be changed to 
meet (lie Jockey Club's approval. He said further, 
however, that there will be no turf war as a result 
and that the Maryland tracks will not be out- 
lawed. 

The inlricule question of race track profits may 
als'i engage the attention of the board at Wednes- 
day’s meeting. It lias Ih-cii said that these profits 
are too large. Tlie method and extent of cutting j 
them are matters for consideration. At present j 
the tracks get 5 per cent from the mutuels and 
1 per cent for "breakage.” Some time ago Mr. 
Kennedy suggested cutting the 5 per cent. Another 
suggestion has lieeti to establish a valuation of ihc 
viirious tracks and to limit tlielr earnings to a 
fixed percentage— maybe 10 per cent — on tlicir in- 
vestment,

LONDON, England. February 12. — There is rea- 
son to believe that we saw during the past season 
more really good two-year-olds than is usually the 
ease. This means that the host half dozen or so 
attain to a high average of merit, though none of 
them displayed brilliance comparable with that 
shown by Tetratemn the previous year. “I know 
they are very good.” said a skilled trainer who 
has had many high-class performers in his -stable 
in years gone by, "because of what mine have 
done when tried with older horses.” The outlook 
for 1921 is, therefore, promising. It is the more 
so because the reputations enjoyed by at least two 
of the most -talked -of tyvn - year-olds rest to some 
extent on conjecture. Leighton and Pharniacic ate 
both unbeaten. They won races with an incal- 
culable amount of weight in hand. The fact re- 
mains. however, that neither of them was called 
upon to oppose two-year-olds known to tic in the 
top class, so it has yet to bo seen imw they will 
fare when subjected to a severe test.

The 
Dexvhurst Plate, run over seven eighths mile, had 
to tie abandoned owing to the strike of coal miners.
